this work was distinct and thorough. If 
it had. not been so, I would have -de- 
clined the task." 
Mr. Hamilton says that at.the time 
of his employment in charge of the 
Bureau of Taxation and Legislation of 
the New York Life, the life insurance 
companies feared that unless concerted 
action was taken they might be practi- 
eally legislated and taxed out of ex- 
istence., 
“The ugual practice of depending 
alone on counsel to attend and pre- 
sent arguments was determined to be 
insufficient,’"\. says Mr. Hamilton. 
“The very fact that the great life in- 
surance interests of New York favored 
or opposed pending legislative proposi- 
tions would itself often concentrate the 
opposition against their views; so like- 
wise did the knowledge that we were 
represented at the capitals cf various 
states lead to demand that political fa- 
vorites should be employed in the role 
of counsel, which, if acceded to, placed 
our affairs at the mercy of those who 
did not possess our confidence. 
“These and other considerations led 
the three companies to but one con- 
clusion. We felt that if a secret service 
was a permissible governmental agency, 
a confidential service would be the only 
effective and at the same time proper 
plan to guard the welfare of the most 
extensive ecommercial interests in the 
world—the life insurance business of the 
State of New York. This confidential 
secret service was decided on as the 
only feasible plan of protection. 
“I explained to the president of the 
New York Life Insurance Co., as did 
the other gentlemen who were associat- 
ed with me in this work, to the officers 
of their respective companies, that 
itemized accounts by names or amounts 
by separate vouchers, details or par- 
ticulars should not be demanded if we 
were to be held responsible. The pro- 
tection of the companies under such a 
plan was ample.’’ 
Mr. Hamilton gives a long summary 
of the various styies of bills hostile to 
insurance companies, many of them 
taxation measures. 
‘In Indiana the attempt was made to 
pass a law placing the surrender value 
of a life insurance policy upon the list 
of personal property which was tax- 
able to the owner. Companies which 
offered no such advantages to policy 
holders supported it as an attack on 
their rivals who offered this advantage. 
The measure, however, was defeated. 
Immediately the State Assessors pro- 
ceeded to tax policy holders, proclaim- 
ing that the existing law was broad 
enough in its terms to cover this. 
“Tf this was true of Indiana, it was 
probably true of many other States in 
the Union. The New York Life Insur- 
ance Co., through my department, re- 
tained eminent and influential counsel 
and succeeded by a divided court In de- 
feating the project. Following out this 
idea, developed in Indiana, several 
States. notabiy Arkansas, Introduced 
similar measures, all of which were de- 
feated. 
A statement of money recelved by Mr. 
Hamilton shows the total of $720,560 for 
the years from 1899 to 196. He calls at- 
tention to an expense of $83,100 for “re- 
tainers and newspaper articles’ in 1904, 
and says a large portion of this expense 
was occasioned by an attempt to create 
ublic sentiment throughout the United 
States in favor of national supervision 
of insurance. Under the same heading 
$97,000 is charged for 190% and the in- 
crease was due, he says, primarily to 
the troubles in the Equitable Life As- 
rance Society. 
wher. Hamilton sets forth that the tax 
measures alone defeated by his work 
have saved the New York Life Insur- 
ance Co. over $2,500,000. In concluding 
his statement, Mr. Hamilton says that 
“the injunctions of the president of the 
New York Life to me were always un- 
mistakably explicit that my e¢xpendi- 
tures and my work were to be strictly 
confined within the limitations of the 
law ef the land. These instructions 
have been faithfully followed to the let- 
ter. There has never been a disburse- 
ment made by me of the companys 
funds which trespassed on the instruc- 
tions given me by the president of this 
company, and I want it thoroughly un- 
derstood that not one dollar of any 
moneys ever paid to me by the New 
York Life Insurance Co. has been used

Mr. Rockefeller was in evening dress. 
He carried an armful of packages, neat- 
ly wrapped and tied with ribbons. 

“As he came down the steps,” said 
Mr. Palmedo, the process server, “I 
stepped up to him and asked him if he 
was not Mr. Rockefeller. 

“He replied that he was not, in a 
rather gruff tone.

Miss Lillian LaBrell of 3023 Keokuk 
street, who got a divorce Saturday as 
her own attorney, today learned that Ms 
cost will be $16.80. She is qualified to 
write a book upon “How to Obtain a 
Divorce Without an Attorney,’’ and yet 
as a general rule she does not believe 
in divorces. 

She was granted a divorce decree 
from Harry M. Bacharach and the re- 
storation of her maiden name by Judge 
Douglas although she had no other legal] 
aid than her own talents, and despite 
the fact that it was her first day in a 
courtroom when trials were in progress. 
She counts her own one of the excep- 
tional cases and contends that she was 
successful because her reasons for di- 
vorce were especially strong. 

She says that she wae not actuated 
by prejudice against attorneys or by 
want of faith in them, but by economi- 
cal reasons. 

Her management of the whole case 
showed cool thought and directive abil- 
ity that caused even her mother to 
wonder and brought forth congratula- 
tion from men of legal training. 

‘She accounts for her work by careful 
reading, close observation and deter- 
mination. 

Know this much of her particular case 
before you read just how she went 
about the effort that resulted in lib- 
erty: 

The Brief Courtship. 


Mise LaBrell became acquainted late 
last March with a man named Harry 
M. Bacharach, who was, as well as she, 
in the employ of Dr. Warbington. She 
was a trained nurse. 

Shortity after their acquaintance be- 
gan, he remarked to a friend: ‘Miss 
LaBrell will be my wife within three 


weeks.”’ She laughed when the remark 
was repéated to her, but it came true. 
She did not tell her mother. until 
after she was married. He told her 
that he had property, that he was a 
church member and a Sunday schvol 
teacher and urged her to iook inio his 
references. She believed him and made 
no inquiry. . 
She began to hear derogatory things 
about his character the day they were 
married and the number increased until 
they separated at the end of a month.

Exposed His Guilt.

“IT hastened because I wanted to 
have the papers served upon him at 
the Workhouse, knowing that that 
might be impossible after his release.

“He made no answer and after the 
exact time had been given I went last 
week to have my case placed upon 
the default docket.

“But the poor fellow who 
drunk in celebrating a holiday deserves 
more pity than punishment. My view 
of that was once very radical; but in 
my experience as a temperance lecturer, 
as city attorney for six years and as 
judge of this court four years, I have 
come to think differently. 

‘Ninety per cent of the cases brought 
into this court are caused by drink. If 
you trace things to their sources a still 
larger numbér would be found, because 
many a thief is the product of a worth- 
less and drunken father. 

No Mercy for the Sot. 

“The procession of victims of alcohol 
through the police courts of St. Louis 
is a sight to sadden any heart. When 
no flagrant offense is committed, and 
the prisoner fraukly admits his wrong, 
I am disposed to clemency. The poor 
fellow hasn’t hurt anyone half so much 
as himself. His conscience and remorse 
are probably punishing him more than 
a fine can do. 

‘But for the habitual sot, dead to any 
appeal of morality or conscience, severe 
penalty awaits himif he is brought into 
court before mé. 

“And for the man who while drunk 
assaults any person, creates breacnes 
of the peace, there will be a fine that 
he will remember a long time. I be- 
lieve in sending that kind of offender 


to the Workhouse. There’s nothing so

So far as has appeared to date, the Big Stick 
was ‘used to some purpose in the case of United 
“States District Attorney Baxter of Nebraska.

Once Fell From Window, Then 
Downstairs, Then From 
Buggy, He Says. 


Despite a broken leg, a closed eye and 
@ long scalp wound, Prof. Gustav Ham- 
bach, age 74, professor geology in 
Washington University was inclined 
Wednesday morning at the City Hos- 
pital to treat lightly the injuries in- 
flicted Tuesday evening by the wagon of 
Salvage Corps No. 1, at Ninth and Pine 
streets, 

Prof. Hambach was hit while crossing 
the street preparatory to boarding a 
Cherokee car. The Salvage wagon, re- 
spanding to an alarm from Ninth and 
Poplar streets, was running at top speed 
when it struck him. He was at first be- 
lieved to have a fractured skull. 

“I tell you, [I'm pretty lucky,”’ re- 
marked Prof. Hambach as he peeked 
from beneath a blanket of bandages 
that covered his injured eye and his en- 
tire head. ‘‘I’ve fallen out of a three- 
story window, down two flights of stairs 
and been thrown out of a buggy, now 
I’m the victim of a. fire-wagon, but 
somehow, I always manage to pull 
through.”’ 

“T haven't the slightest idea how all 
this happened. It must have occurred 
before I even heard the gong. I re- 
member leaving the office of my friend 
Dr. Otto Alt on Pine street near Sixth, 
and starting for a Cherokee car at

AT DEATH'S 000 


Charles T. Yerkes’ Family 
Summoned to His Bedside 
in New York. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Charles 2 a 
Yerkes, street railway financier and 


constructor of the London underground 
railways, was so close to his death last 
night, just before midnight, that a con- 
sultation of physicians was _ hurriedly 
called at his bedside and all the mem- 
bers of his family gathered in his rooms 
in the Waldorf-Astoria. 

Dangerously ill for several weeks, Mr. 
Yerkes suffered two days ago a turn 
very much for,the worse.

Prof. Hambach has been a member 
of the faculty of Washington University 
since 1877.

Louis Academy of Science and is con- 
nected with national scientific societies 
and associations.

Harvard President Holds 


All 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—President E!- 
fot of Harvard has declared himself in 
favor of stopping intercollegiate foot- 
bali for one year in order that the 
game may be modified and a reason- 
able game devised and demonstrated 
in practice. He expressed his views in 


a letter to Chancellor MacCracken of 
New York University in replying to an 
invitation to Harvard to attend the 
conference of colleges on football to be 
held here today. President Eliot, after 
saying that the invitation had been re- 
fer to the faculty committee on 
athletics, added: 

“IT avail myself of this opportunity to 
tell you that my own belief is that in- 
tercollegiate football should be stopped 
for one year, so that the individual 
colleges may demonstrate in practice, 
each on its own grounds, a reasonable 

6 of football. 

“Por myself, I find it impossible to 
believe that the committees, coaches 
and umpires who have ruined. the 
—— are to be trusted with its re- 
orm or replacement. The fundamental 
difficulty with the present game is the 
bad epirit in which it is played. To get 
rid of this vicious spirit I think we 
must stop intercollegiate football for a 
time. On the whole, therefore, I favor 
separate action by the individual col- 
leges, and not conferences or conven- 
tion or other attempts to continue in- 
tercollegiate football under new reg- 
ulations.”

the spirit of the Harvard authorities 
toward the game. Heretofore in answer 
to all inquiries the statement was made 
that President Eliot would deal with the 
whole matter in his annual message to 
the university corporation in February, 
but that the initiative in any action for 
or against football did not Ne with him, 
but in the overseers of the university. 

The intercollegiate conference’ will 
open at the Murray Hill Hotel this 
morning. It will be formidable in size 
and national in character.. Colleges from 
every section will be represented, in- 
cluding one as far West.as Leland Stan- 
ford of California and as far South as 
Vanderbilt University of © Tennessee. 
None of the colleges represented on the 
present Rules Committee will send dele- 
gates, but Harvard, through Prof. 
White, chairman of its faculty.Commit- 
tee on Athletics, has expressed its symp- 
athy with the movement. 

The University of Minnesota is the 
only one of the Western “Big Nine” 
likely to be represented. The president 
of the University of lowa, in reply to 
the invitation to attend, wrote as fol- 
lows: 

“We belong to the Western confer- 
ence and are under pact to comply with 
the rules it may promulgate. It would 
not be honorable for us to make othen 
alliances while holding to this.” 

Chancellor MacCracken does not ex- 
pect the. University of Chicago to be 
represented. In addition to the 12 eol- 
leges forming the inviting body. 52 col- 
leges have accepted the invitation and a 
majority have named their delegates.

It Is a Remarkable Fact That 


i Os.i-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Although ‘there 
are 200 members of the Metropolitan 
Turf Association, otherwise known 4s 
the Bookmakers’ Club, only seven wear- 
ers of the button. made book every day 
during the recent season on the jockey 
club’s tracks. These layers were W. J. 
Connor, George Boles, E. J. Callahan, 
Dan Donnelly, Sol Lichtenstein, Tim 
Payne and Orlando Jones. According 
to the mandate of the track owners, the 
Mets each day were compelled to fill 
80 positions in the ring, or permit the 
nonmembers, headed by Frank Tyler, 
the Humming Bird, to fill whatever va- 
eancies occurred from day to day. AS 
the Mets, in spite of their large mem- 
bership list, found it impossible to pro- 
vide the required number each day, they 
soon lost their power, and in an open 
ring were finally outnumbered by the 
so-called invaders. 

The Mets organized 10 years 
the idea of dominating the betth rings 
in the East, pulled a powerful s oke in 
racing affairs up to the spring meeting 
at Belmont Park this year. Then it 
was that the jockey club, realizing that 
the sport in the State of New York 
was in danger, decided to sever all re- 
lations with the Mets and other book- 
makers in a financial way. Hitherto the 
Mets had paid $i a day to the various 
racing associations for badges, with 
which went the privilege ol booking in 
certain places on the track under the 
roof. Because of this fee, the Mets, led 
by George Wheelock, Sol Lichtenstein, 
Orlando Jones, Charles Henry and Ed- 
ward Henly, were beginning to believe 
that they could dictate to the track 
owners. Then_the ax fell. With the 

yenue cut off the tracks were com- 
pelled to raise the admission rates, but 
at the same time they succeeded not 
coil in emancipating the turf from the 
gainbling element, but also practically 
sounded the death knell of the Book- 

kers’ Club. In the old days member- 
shi puttons were vaiued at high figures 
b: rhe Mets, but under the new order 
of things it was soon possible to buy 
gome of these emblems for a song.
